SILVER CITY GOES TO WAR AGAIN 


The 7,019 people of Silver City, N. Mex., a sun- 
baked town 68 miles north of the Mexican bor- 
der, were just getting up one morning early last 
week when radio station KSIL broadcast a news 
bulletin: the Army, which was calling up se- 
lected National Guard units to active federal 
duty, had picked a third of New Mexico’s guard. 
‘Among the units called was Silver City’s Battery 
B of the state’s 716th Antiaircraft Battalion. 


For the rest of the day ranchers and copper 
miners from the dry, dusty hills around Silver 
City stood on the sidewalks talking with the 
townspeople about the order. Relatives of the 
78 Spanish-American boys in the battery went 
to church to pray. Everyone in town hoped the 
battery would have better luck in this war than 
the last time it left home. In 1941 about 120 
enlisted men and officers from Silver City were 


in the Philippines as Battery G of the 200th 
Antiaircraft Regiment. Their guns burned out 
firing at Japanese planes, and at the end they 
were turned into infantry to protect MacAr- 
thur’s retreat. After the fall of Bataan in April 
1942 almost all the survivors joined the grisly 
“Death March” from Bataan to Japanese pris- 
on camps. Less than half ever came home. Now 
Silver City was sending out another battery. 
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NIGHT IN SILVER CITY find: 


SURVIVOR OF BATAAN 
WILL LEAD BATTERY B 


The order from Wash- 
ington did not say where 
the men of Silver City’s 
battery would eventu- 
ally be sent, But at mid- 
night Aug. 13 they will 
report to their armory 
inthecenter of the town 
and will live there until 
further orders come for 
them tomove on to Fort 
Bliss, at El Paso, Texas. 
Meanwhile the men are going fishing, making 
their last rounds of the Copper Lounge and the 
Buffalo Bar, closing up their businesses and hav- 
ing their last dates at the movies or driving up to 
Chloride Flats overlooking the town. Most of 
the enlisted men in the battery are unmarried 
students in high school or at New Mexico West- 
ern College in Silver City. Only one of them 
planned to get married before the battery left. 
One of the men, a young Spanish-American pri- 
vate, seemed almost happy to be leaving. “Will 
they even issue us underwear?” he asked. 
Captain Alvin Wheeler, 34, the battery 
mander, is the only veteran of Bataan wh 
ing this time. Wheeler, an employee of radio sta- 
tion KSIL, received a battlefield commission in 
the Philippines. Just a week before the order 
came, the body of Sgt. Robert Carpenter, with 
whom Wheeler had foughtin World War, was 
brought home from Bataan and buried in Silver 
City’s Masonic Cemetery. Last week other vet- 
erans of Bataan went to the armory to watch the 
battery drill. “Just like 10 years ago,” said one 
of them. “But I think these boys would have 
felt slighted if they hadn’t been called first.”

QUESTIONS FROM KOREA 


WHAT AUSTRALIA THINKS OF US 


Last week Great Britain, Australia, New Zea- 
land, Turkey and Thailand decided to send 
ground troops to Korea. An indication of the pow- 
erful force of public opinion behind this decision 
is found in the following quotations from an edi- 
torial in the Sydney Daily Telegraph: 


If the gentlemen in Canberra have the va- 
guest idea of this nation’s best interest, they will 
announce that Australia will support the hard- 
pressed Americans in Korea with a di 
land troops and more fighting plan 
sons should be obvious to every Australian who 
remembers how we felt in 1941 when this coun- 
try lay wide open to invasion. Jf the Americans 
are swept out of Korea and Formosa, the Rus- 
sian front will be triumphant throughout Asi: 
Whatever friends we have still on the Asiatic 
continent will desert us. Then Australia will be 
far out on a lonely limb. 

What saved us from battle on our soil and 
conquest in the last war except American help? 
Can we expect similar help again if we let the 
Koreans murder Americans in another Dun- 
kirk without doing everything we can? The 
Americans are closely watching all the peoples 
who have given flowery lip service to the UN. 
and have received in return generous U.S. aid. 
If they sit on the sidelines now, while Americans 
die in an outnumbered struggle, many Ameri- 
can people will argue that they would be wiser 
to spend their money on themselves and let the 
rest of the world sink. That might be a fool- 
ish, emotional reaction, but it would be under- 
standable, 

We are told that some British people enjoy 
the spectacle of Americans fighting while Brit- 
ain for once is at peace. That is a stupid satis- 
faction. For only one thing keeps Britain or any 
of us at peace at this moment and that is Rus- 
sia’s fear of American industrial strength back- 
ing up a solid British-American front. They 
would, have their happiest day of all time at 
the Kremlin if the Korean struggle ended with 
Americans feeling that Britain and her domin- 
ions had let Americans down. For that would 
damage the only military and political combi- 
nation which may draw a line to Russian ambi- 
tions. To forestall this blow we and the rest of 
the British Commonwealth must give as gen- 
erously as we expect Americans to give when 
weare in difficulties. This isa moment for action 
which counts only the needs of our friend.

Korea was a stone thrown into the world’s 
consciousness. The widening ripples wet 
many a smug assumption with new ques- 
tion marks. Wrong answers meant slavery 
—no less—for all the world, including the 
people of the U.S. who were told (somewhat 
to their surprise) to stand up and answer. 

The Korean ripple ran south to Formosa 
(p. 82). Did it matter any more whether 
Chiang Kai-shek was George Washington 
(which he was not) or Al Capone (which he 
was not)? What mattered was that across 
the water lived Chinese who could fight at 
least as well as North Koreans. What mat- 
tered was that Chiang was the Chinese who 
had stood longest and firmest against the 
Communists. Since Korea, the Americans 
who had dragged down Chiang seemed mon- 
strously silly, like men who had been con- 
ducting a spelling bee in a slaughterhouse. 
What mattered was that the U.S. had bet- 
ter get the Chinese back on its side. 

As to Indo-China, Americans had an old 
question: was colonialism right? Korea 
asked it in a new way: i French got out of 
their unprofitable colony, what was to pre- 
vent it from falling into the hands of Com- 
munist Ho Chi Minh’s gangsters? And the 
Indo-Chinese, it was wise to assume, could 
also fight as well as North Koreans. 

So there was the Far East, where the U 
could give the right or wrong answer on which 
the issue of freedom or slavery depended. 

Next was India, whose Nehru is a non- 
Communist who is still fighting an imperi- 
alism that was four fifths dead when he was 
young—and is all dead now. His efforts to 
bring about a settlement should be regarded 
with no more respect than most of us gave to 
Big Bill ‘Thompson's pledge to "crack King 

rge in the snoot.” The people of India, 
including Nehru, will see how little sense or 
substance is left in “‘anti-imperialism” if the 
US. begins to give right answers in the areas 
to the east of India. 


The Korean ripples lapped Europe too. 
Britain stepped promptly up into line with 
the U.S. The British, after all, know what it 
means to bear the responsibility for world 
order. They don’t bear it any more, but they 
will give a loyal hand to the nation that does. 

In Continental cafes you could hear any- 
thing you wanted: for instance, that the 
Americans were so shockingly weak that the 
Europeans were fools to have trusted the 
Americans to defend them, But what mat- 
tered was that Korea had done more to speed 
up European rearmament than Churchill's 
speeches and Hoffman’s millions. 

The Korean question mark stood out most 
sharply in Germany. If the Kremlin’s Nor- 
dic North Koreans and the Red army seize 
Berlin (which is easier than Seoul), then 
what? Somehow both the Kremlin and the 
now that if the Nordic North Koreans 
take Berlin the atomic fission is in the fire 
and the devil take the hindmost in A-bomb 
stock piles—the hindmost not being the U.S. 

Nor is Berlin the only spot for which the 
U.S. would go to all-out war, Eventually, 
ks Korea, why not now? Why not “let ‘em 
y” in atomic blasts? 

The time and the circumstances may 
come when there is no answer to that dread- 
ful “why not?” But not yet. The U.S. and its 
friends are still on the heavier side of the pow- 
er scale if they can make their power felt—in 
Korea, in Formosa, in Berlin, in all the dirty 
little wars with which the people responsible 
for world order are always charged. 

Making radioactive rubble out of Magni- 
togorsk and Moscow will not eliminate the 
necessity of fighting the dirty little wars. 
More difficult and demanding, perhaps, 
the obligations of understanding and teach- 
ing that come with the U.S. position of world 
leadership. A-bombs or not, there i: the 
business of bringing order and security to 
Korea, China and to all the people beyond 
Eboli, where (they say) Christ stopped. 
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QUESTIONS FOR WASHINGTON 


So we had one Korea and could get either an 
all-out war or more Koreas in a hurry. 
That much being obvious, some Ameri- 
cans immediately cried for all-out mobili- 
zation: priorities, price controls, rationing. 
The most respected voice raised was that 
of wise old Elder Statesman Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch. Of mobilization he said, in effect, what 
less wise men said about dropping atomic 
bombs on Russia: eventually, why not now? 
Maybe Baruch was right. But the issue 
was worth a hard look. Washington had to 
ask: was it true that proclaiming all-out 
economic mobilization was the best way to 
speed up the production of weapons? It had 
not done so in 1941, when the phrase “prior- 
ities disemployment” had to be invented to 
describe what happened when some indus- 
tries were forced to shut down before war 
orders could absorb the men and materials. 
Conceivably the Kremlin would love to 
see the abandon its efficient free en- 
terprise system, adopt controls and settle 


down to 15 years of “all-out mobilization.” 

Also conceivably, the U.S. could stay re- 
laxed, unbuttoned and immobilized to the 
point where it was always a war or two be- 
hind. In the Washington air last week was 
a weird sense of irrelevance. Chief of Staff 
Omar Bradley, for instance, was worrying 
about the repercussions from calling the Na- 
tional Guard of a state where there is a close 
political fight this fall. This was a sure sign 
of Washington's failure to face the implica- 
tions of the Korean war. 

The National Guard divisions ought to be 
called up in the order of their fitness, and the 
war orders to U.S. industry ought to flow out 
as fast as they can be written. If and when 
the pressure of orders makes all-out controls 
necessary, the U.S. will get—and gladly ac- 
cept—a war economy. Meanwhile the point 
is to start preparing at a pace adequate to 
defend the U.S. against all the North Koreas 
that may be coming at it from China, Indo- 
China, Iran, Germany—and Russia.

In recent years Armenian-born Yousuf Karsh of Ottawa 
has taken more memorable portraits of distinguished 
men and women than any other photographer of his time. 
His camera has focused on hundreds of politicians, cap- 
tains of industry, generals and stage and screen people. 


ALCIDE DE GASPERI 


Statesman de Gasperi (left), 69, is Ttaly’s prime minister, a frail-bodied, 
courageous man who booted the Communists out of his cabinet in 1947, 
then roundly defeated them in an election. He is also an unyielding anti- 
Fascist who once spent 18 months in one of Mussolini's jails. De Gasperi 
has simple tastes and little money; his salary check, which he occasionally 
forgets to take home, is always needed to pay the household bills. He has 
a prominent nose and a wide mouth that cartoonists find easy to satirize. 
De Gasperi told Karsh his biggest worry is Italy's overpopulation, and 
that he wished a home could be found for five million Italian emigrants. 


Recently he completed a new portfolio of famous artists 
and statesmen. Most of these men were photographed by 
Karsh on a recent tour of Europe; all of them are cultur- 
ally or politically important in the world of 1950, On 
these pages Lire presents eight of Karsh’s best pictures.

GEORGES BRAQUE 


Artist Braque, 68, is one of the four great modern French painters, rank- 
ing with Picasso, Matisse and Rouault. Unlike the three others, who are 
mercurial and sometimes rude, Braque is a jovial person with kindly eyes 
set in a rocklike visage.

IS FORMOSA NEXT? 


It probably can be defended 

but Reds plan to take it— 

and all of Asia— eventually

In the past two months Mr. Osborne, senior Tre. and 
Lire correspondent in the Far East, has been in Manila, 
Hong Kong, Formosa, Tokyo, where he wrote this report. 


UT here in Tokyo we hear this week that the planners, pundits 
and masterminds at home are waking up to some of the facts of 
war and life in Asia. We hear specifically that the President's mil- 
itary and pelea’ strategists at the Pentagon and in the State De- 
partment have remembered that the Chinese Communists are 
ean, poised to take a drastic and powerful hand in the developing 
war for Asia. 

This awakening to the obvious is very good news indeed. It is good 
news because to ignore or minimize the presence and the power of the 
Chinese Communists in Asia is to invite a disaster greater than the 
worst fate that could befall us in Korea. 

Vital though the battle for Korea is to America’s prestige and future 
in Asia, we will not win Asia in Korea. Nor will we lose Asia in Korea. 
We will win Asia—or lose it—when and where the Chinese Commu- 
nists strike any one of the many bold blows of which they are capa 
right now. 

During the past month I have cross-examined the most perceptive 
and some of the highest British, Chinese and American observers to 
be found out here. From these consultations two facts have emerged 
with striking clarity: 1) While they naturally do not for 
the same appraisal of every problem now confronting the U. 
on certain points of central interest to all Americans there is remark- 
able unanimity, 2) This unanimity reflects some significant differ- 
ences between the view prevailing here and those which still seem to 
inhibit the making of our policy and the shaping of our strategy in 
Washington. 

The most interesting point of general agreement here—and of dif- 
ference with Washington—is so obvious that it seems trite. But it is 
not trite: it is simply so elementary, so axiomatic and so full of grave 
implications that the faint of heart at home seem unbearably tempted 
to dodge it. It is this fact: the Chinese Communists are committed to 
the conquest, by any necessary means, of all Asia, They are so ded- 
icated, of course, in behalf of and by the will of the Soviet Union. 
But they are also so committed in their own interest. For quite apart 
from Moscow’s direction and material aid, Chinese Communism has 
a might and a momentum of its own. 

Evidence of this is at every hand. In the Philippines, for one exar 
ple, the authorities know that alien Communists are hard at work, 
not only with the Huks but among the civil population and especially 
among the powerful and numerous Chinese community—and they 
know that the Communists in question are Chinese from the m: 
land of China. The voice of Communism that rings in Asia is not 
Stalin’s voice but Mao Tse-tung’s—plainly speaking for Moscow, 
but still an Asiatic voice speaking to Asians from the center of Com- 
munist power in Asia. 


Chinese Reds are in Korea 


'HERE is also grim military evidence of this central truth about 

the war in Asia. In Hong Kong our authorities are told by Chinese 
informants—and believe—that Chinese Communists are present in 
Korea at middle and near the top command levels with the North 
Korean army. Whether this is true or not, it is certainly true that Chi- 
nese Communists have moved between 125,000 and 250,000 men to 
the Manchurian border of North Korea. A sizable air force is waiting

the horizon as we dipped off the flight deck of the Valley Forge 

and started to climb. While we maneuvered into formation with 
the other attack bombers I watched seemingly endless pairs of jets 
being catapulted into the air as the big carrier plowed into the wind, 
These carrier-borne jets were to machine-gun and cannon the targets 
ahead of us, try to silence any flak positions that might chew up our 
slower bombers. Most of those fighter pilots also were hoping that 
they might intercept North Korean Yaks, or at least find some enemy 
planes on the ground, They had shot up a bunch of them a few day 
earlier while striking from the Sea of Japan against the supply trains, 
bridges, industrial ants and airfields that stretch from the 38th Par- 
allel up the east coast almost to the Manchurian border. 

My pilot was the squadron leader, Lieut. Commander Doug Hod- 
son. But in his mind I didn’t exist, All that mattered were those other 
bombers off his wingtips, the boys under each Plexiglas canopy, the 
various colored circles inked on his target map and the bombs cra- 
dled under the belly of his plane. 

As the sky lightened and the formation wheeled and climbed for 
altitude, other flights of gull-winged Corsair fighters appeared over- 
head. They were our cover, hovering up there nearly out of sight where 
they too were probably praying that enemy fighters might try to cut 
through our bombers. We were headed for the Seoul-Inch’on-Suwon 
sector of the west coast of Korea, which had been overrun by the Com- 
munists, with orders to knock out everything moving along the rai 
road tracks, to bomb key tunnels and bridges and to strafe the air- 
fields should any planes have reappeared on them. The pilots also had 
instructions not to attack targets along the roads where it seemed that 
local residents might be injured unless in destroying the target con- 
siderable loss might be suffered by the enemy.

HEN I had gone on jet missions a few weeks earlier it seemed that 
we had no sooner taken off from Japan than we were over Korea.

Lay gave mea little time to think over the things I had talked about 
with the young men back on the carrier. Only a month ago these men 
were plowing leisurely through the Pacific waters on a ‘typical Navy 
“summer cruise.” Most of them were untrained, many fresh out of 
Annapolis and hardly any had any combat experience. They were well 
trained for working off a carrier, of course, but only the senior officers 
had been “in” during World War II. It was they who had to polish 
the youngsters’ fighting tec hhnique and lead the fighting and bombing 
groups on each mission. As I looked back at the carrier, the heart of 
the Seventh Fleet, indeed the heart of U.S. naval forces in this area 
at the moment, the Valley Forge already looked warlike and purpose- 
ful as she drove into the morning mists over the Yellow Sea. We had 
talked much about this new war back on the carrier, but the perspe 
tive had not been the same when I stood in the tunneled labyrinth 
of her insides or listened to the wind playing across the wings of her 
huddled planes on the immense flight deck. Up here now, looking out 
across the Yellow Sea, which was not yellow but dark and sullen, I 
could appreciate the magnitude of the order the President had given 
this little force of men, ships and planes. Their “front” extended from 
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in Manchuria w it can strike our own ground, air and naval 
forces in and off Southern Korea. 

Where, after Korea, will the might and momentum of Chinese 
Communism next be felt? 

Neither responsible officials nor responsible reporters out here 
are making any flat prediction. For the Chinese Communists have 
the power and the position to allow them to strike in any direct 
in Asia’s heartland—at Hong Kong, 
through Siam or even into Burma. 

If one possible threat stands above all others here, it is Indo- 
China. This, of course, may be the result of sheer habit, which influ- 
ences military calculators as powerfully as any others. Indo-China 
has been at the top of everyone’s list right along and has been moved 
down only a notch by events in Korea. 

And there is Formosa, which the Seventh Fleet has been ordered 
to defend. 

Weighing the strictly military factors in this perilously balanced 
equation, some of our best-informed authorities out here doubt that 
the Chinese Communists will try to take Formosa now. They doubt 
it because they think it would be a vain atte s fairly 
complete confidence that American naval and air forces now avail 
able in this area could, with the help of the Chinese Nationa 
defeat any full-scale invasion the Communists are likely to mount. 
This, however, is far from assuming that the Chinese Communists 
have meekly decided to obey Mr. Truman’s diktat. 

There is striking unanimity—among British, Chinese and Amer- 
an intelligence sources—on some key poin Commu- 
nist strength, Chief among these are the followir 

1, The Chinese Communists have never for an instant slackened 
their preparations for invasion of Formosa. Their troop concentra- 
tions on the invasion coast now are estimated at more than 100,000. 
They are still building military roads from inland supply points to 
likely points of take-off for Formosa. 

the Chinese Communist air force is said to consist of some 300 
fighter-bombers and 100 medium bombers from Russia. It is in read-

How 
would they be able to do it? They had done magnificently up to now. 
They had transformed themselves from “vacationers” to fighting 
men and had hit the enemy with their planes in only eight days. But 
if hundreds of low-lying bobbing, hard-to-hit Communist junks 
came pouring out into Formosa Strait? Could the Seventh Fleet’s 
dive bombers get enough of them? 

Suddenly my plane waggled its wings as a signal and Hodson put 
her into a 70-degree, shrieking dive. We had reached the first 
target. For the next hour and a half I did little but hold on to the 
narrow handgrips alongside the radar scope in my cockpit in the 
plane's tail Gihileitbat eoarfaned dembdi ia the eoekqie vent com 
pletely mad. We no sooner pulled sickeningly up out of one dive 
than we arched over into another. I never saw where we were go- 
ing and rarely even where we had been, but each time he let go with 
another bomb I knew it; the whole plane shuddered during the 
pull-out and I could smell cordite from the little booster charge 
which shot the bomb down and clear of our propeller. Once in the 
interphone I heard him chuckle to himself, “Oui, oui, sefior, got 
me a telegraph pole.” With horror I thought he meant he had 
gotten the pole with his wingtip, but looking out of my window I 
could see that the wings, for some reason, were still fastened on. 
He was talking about his bomb. 

Once I did actually see the target-—a tunnel with the tail of a 
freight train betraying the engineer who no doubt thought himself 
extremely clever and well hidden. Poor miserable ostrich. Hodson 
just spun around, got a quick bead on the caboose, then rammed 
down the throttle as he went thundering just over the rails. With a 
frisky little hop he yanked the plane through the grass covering the 
hilltop over the tunnel, then for the first time lazily banked around 
in a wide circle. Nothing happened for a moment; then the delayed 
fuse let go and both ends of the tunnel erupted with a wild con- 
glomeration of rocks, kindling earth and smoke. Doug Hodson had 
skidded his bomb right into the tunnel alongside the train. 

Finally, with his own bombs spent, he took the plane up to around 
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a thousand feet, where he orbited over bridges, more tunnels and a 
badly beaten up supply train while his boys gave them the works. 
He called the targets and the kind of explosives to use on each one. 
He was the roving quarterback of his team and I had never seen a 
strike run with such control. He even surpassed that day earlier in 
the week when he and his bombers fell upon an airfield hidden far 
up in Northern Korea, destroyed more than a dozen fighter:

We were nearly ready to head back to the carrier when one of the 
nearby pilots, Ensign Don Stephens, 
triedastrafingrun upona large truck.

SQUADRON LEADER Doug Seeing them together for the first 
Hodson flew Duncan over Korea. time, I tried to read what went on 
in the minds behind these war-beaten 
faces. Hodson, the battered World

map. Together these two reflected the effort being spent in shaping 
the crew into combat-wise veterans. Watching now as they wearily 
rubbed off the little colored circles from the ta map, I wondered 
whether Hodson’s bloodshot eyes really saw the map, or whether 
they were again watching the lowering dive of his boy that after- 
noon. And the admiral—I wondered whether he really saw the map, 
or was he lost in the picture of his carrier surrounded by the spread- 
ing forest of unidentified periscopes which his radar men were re- 
orting daily? Or did he have a daydream of his modern carrier force 
locked in battle with an endless flow of ancient junks, pouring f 
from some hidden spring over the horizon, bound out for Formosa? 


THE FLEET GETS READY as antiaircraft guns are loaded. Although ene- 
my planes did not attack off Korea, fleet now holds wartime target practice. 
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hundreds of motor-driven vessels, at ports certain to be used when 
and if an over-water invasion is attempted. 

It is well worth noting that a lot of the foregoing information 
comes from the Chinese Nationalist air force. Until President Tru- 
man’s first statement on American intervention immobilized them, 
Chinese bombers were conducting almost daily reconnaissance of 
the mainland coasts off Formosa, while bombing any unusual con- 
centrations of junks they found. Officially, both reconnaissance 
and bombing are now forbidden. The Nationalists attach great im- 
portance to Quemoy and neighboring “Little Quemoy” Islands, 
just off the mainland en route to Formosa. They have substantial 
troops and airstrips on Quemoy but because of President Truman’s 
order they have not been supplying them or keeping in proper con- 
tact. Any air or naval operations supporting these island positions 
are still officially under interdict. So, at least, Truman’s statement 
was interpreted to the Nationalists. Thanks to their own protests 
this situation has been unofficially corrected to some extent, evi- 
dently none too soon. I am informed direct from Taipei that the 
Communists have already landed between 1,000 and 2,000 troops 
on a small island near Quemoy. The Nationalists are explicitly for- 
bidden to use the few islands remaining to them for anything but 
passive observation and defense. In short the official position of the 
American government is that the Nationalists can stay on these 
islands if they wish, can fight for them if necessary, but cannot use 
them for any operations which would impede the Communist 
attacks before those attacks actually start. The islands along the 
mainland obviously are invaluable advance positions for both re- 
connaissance and harassment of the mainlanders if their proper use 
is permitted. But perhaps the most important factor is the simple 
presence of Nationalists so near the mainland. It is this above all 
that the Communists fear and cannot tolerate. 

For one thing—and an important consideration it—whatever 
our State Department has thought and apparently still thinks of 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Nationalists, the Chinese Communists do 
not underestimate him. It is true that many experienced observers 
think that Chiang has no real prospect of returning to the mail 
land. But it is evident to anyone who follows the almost daily di 
tribes against him and the threats against Formosa on the Chinese 
Communist radio and in the Chinese Communist press that he and 
the Nationalists are still mortally feared and mortally hated by 
the mainland Communists. 

What are the prospects if Formosa is attacked?

complacency or cockiness, is that any over-water invasion now 
oreseeable can probably be turned back and defeated—if the 
Navy continues to hold its air Lateed over the Strait of For- 
mosa. Right now this air strength plus that of the small Chinese 
Nationalist air force seems more than a match for known Commu- 
nist air forces in the area. However well founded the belief, the 
Chinese on Formosa assume rightly that they may some day have 
to fight for their island on the island. In this event, what are their 
capacities and chances? My own observations, plus the best guid- 
ance I could get from informed Chinese and Americans there, sug- 
gest the following appraisal: 

Coastal defense: So far as fixed defenses go, they look good. But 
here, as throughout the Nationalist defense setup, there is a serious 
shortage of ammunition. 

Nationalist army: It numbers half a million, and is better than 
any the Nationalists have ever put in the field. There is a will to fight 
in the ranks that is new to Chiang Kai-shek’s armies. But there are 
debilitating shortages—of shoes, of ammunition, of food. Also the 
army is very short of the equipment needed to be fully mobile. 

‘Air force: Its morale is high (though not as high as it was before 
President Truman’s order. Idle Chinese airmen go sour as quickly 
as any others). It is fairly well off for first line planes, but its re- 
placement and maintenance situation is frightful. I was told two 
weeks ago that with no defensive operations it could keep its pres- 
ent force in the air for about six months. If it had to face only stand- 
ard aircraft it could sustain an effective defense for perhaps three 
months. But if it has to meet Soviet pilots in Chinese uniforms and 
the modern Russian jets known to be in Southern China, it prob- 
ably could not sustain combat for more than a week. Now, for both 
air forces and other services, this prospect is improving. In the past 
two weeks the Nationalists have suddenly been allowed to buy, 
with their own depleted funds, things they were forbidden to buy 
in America as recently as three weeks ago. So time is on their side 
—if they have the time. 


Te answer of our thoughtful senior naval officers, without 
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The Chinese navy : Itsmorale is tops—this hasbeen demonstrated 
by its brave defense of Hainan, its effective blockade operations 
y President Truman) and its close patrol of For- 
ships are few, small, wearing out. Its ammu-

ing at least a part of their opportunities and responsibilities on For- 
mosa. There are signs—inconclusive and far from sufficient, but 
promising—that our military representation is to be beefed up both 
in rank and numbers. 

And—who knows—perhaps General Douglas MacArthur may 
find time and have the necessary authority ‘from Washington to 
take a powerful and improving hand in our position on Formosa. 

But another unpleasant pr es over the Western horizon. 
Let us suppose the Chinese Communists settle for something less 
than invasion. Suppose they act upon the alarmingly plain fact that 
with a few hard, fast in-and-out air strikes at the Formosan capital 
of Taipei, and at the island’s principal ports of Chilung and Kaoh- 

it vy could make a pathetic mockery of Mr. Truman’s ‘guar- 
prmosan security. 

Pondering this gloomy possibility, some Americans have tried 
to console themselves by murmuring darkly about typhoons. In 
inese commanders do not share the solace our weather 
alysts have devised for themselves. One Chinese air force colonel 
on Formosa, when typhoons were mentioned, threw back his head 
and roared with laughter. “Typhoons!” he said, “We've been flying 
over them and in them and fbeagh them for years.

what can the Americans do about it? The tersest answer I've gotten

The blunt truth is that all this speculation, even from the most 
ible experts, is made terribly tenuous by one fact: the

They cannot 
and dare not ignore this last haven of Chiang Kai-shek and the Na- 
tionalists—and this first show of a U.S. will to deny Chinese Com- 
munism free passage to all Asia, Be it this summer, ‘this fall or next 
spring—the force of this U.S. will is almost sure to be given the 
toughest test Mao can devise.
